laws, and alter •«rme old, which we now take to be tlm 
very common law ilself, though the time and precise 
ods of such alterations are not explicitly or clearly shown. 
Anti this, the v e r y learned Judge iMsnnitied the very learn­ 


ed a'torney, to read, gravely before ilie court, as a law 
which had expanded so as to become paramount to our state 
constitution and laws. 
Tlw learned attorney also read as 
law, and the judge heard it, and received it, both as law and 
common sense; that Christianity, so Lord 
Raymond 
(with whom no doubt all our readers are intimately ac­ 
quainted) says, “ Christianity ill general is part of the com­ 
mon law.” 
And some other Englisli judge was quoted by 
Mr Parker, as having said that“ religion ispartof the com­ 
mon law—that Christianity as well as the law of nature, 
have ever been considered as parts of tlie common law.” 
On which tlie same learned counaellor tjiiotes for the instruc­ 
tion of J udge Thacher, the w ise, legal conclusion, from ilieso 
assinned premises of my Lord Chiel Justice Hale, that, “ to 
reproach the Christian religion is to violate the law j* 
that **whatever is against religion, is against the com­ 
mon law.’* 
W e can ¡lluslrate the beauty of this legal 
logic in this way. 
The usury law is part and parcel of our 
statute law; ergo, to speak against the usury law, is 


to take usury and violate the law. 
Such are the “ clear principles of the common law,” or, 
“ the analogous 
p r i n c i p l e * of the common law,” or, “ th* 
principles of natural justice,” ‘4;ontinually expanding,” 
with the enterprise of the Bench, which department of the 
governmsnt have already overgrown your constitution, and 
buried up your inflexible statute Jaw; and to which ex­ 
panding principles the people may depend, the ЫпсЬ and 
the bar will cling with a grasp as tenacious as the Itaud of 


death. 
Yet, how simple the remedy, if the bench did not de­ 
sire to usurp power, instead of waiting until the very 
last resort bad failed them, to bring the ease withiu the 
of natural justice, they should, when they found 
a case, not embraced within the statute, say, we have no 
power, the legislature must make a law to meet this and 
like cases. 
The statute law would be no more retroactive 
than the judge law is. 
Besides it would be belter to defer 
justice, for a year, or, even in an individual case, to let it 
go unredi essed, than to permit the bench to trample under 
foot the cardinal principles of your constitution ; and to 
substitute what they may call the principles of natural jus­ 
tice. 
What the bench may call natural justice, the people 
may call natural injustice. 
The Chief Justice, no doubt, 
thought the sending ef Mr Cheever to a cold dungeon, in a 
cold season, for thirty days, -n conformity to the principles 
of natural justice—but we assert It to have been wilhoiit the 
authority of law, and in violation of an express constilu- 
tional gurantee. 
Tbe Court when they made the law, 
some yeare ago.nnder which the Knapp’s, ol Salem, wore 
convicted of murder, and hanged, thought no doubt, that 
“ natural justice” required bleod for blood ; but woidtl not 
any other person than a judge have bad the same right to

utee.) which was in fo r c e nt the time of tlie emigranon 
of our anceslorB, and was applicable to the situation of the 


c o l o n y , and has since been recognised and acted upon, 
during the successive progres«cs of our Coloniiil, Prt^viii- 
cial and State Governments, with this additional q»«»'"** 
cation, that il has not been altereil, repealed or modified 
by any of our own subsequent legislation now in force.

Is this true 1 
Had we any English common law, other 
than what the colonists expressly adopted 1 
We have al- 
ready shown that we bad not. 
Our constitution adopted 
no law, other than what was known law al the time of its 
adoption-known to the people by being “ usually practised 
II,ЮП In the court, of law.” 
“ Obsolete” though “ poten- 
iml” statutes and common law, died at the btrtli of the 


constitution. 
These are the words— 
“ All laws wh*ch have heretofore been adopted, used 
and approved in tbe province, colony, or stale of .Mas.-a- 
chusetis Bay, and usually practised on in tlie coiirlt o f 
law were still to remain aad be in force, uatil altered or 
repealed by the legislature; such parts only excepted as 
were repugnant to the rights and liberties coHtained in 
that constitution.” 
The object of our fathers was to have “ a government of 
lavs and not of men.” 
In frauung their new government 
they recognised no other law lliau what was usually, mark, 
“ usually practised upon in the courts of laue” in 1780, 
and thus llui well-atteited constitulional provision briiml* 
th* foregoing assertion of the report with falsity. 
It is 
not an acciilental mistak*, it is debberale. 
It i* the gate 


t h r o u g h which ths mass pf judicial usurpation enters, and 


i s d e s i g n e d l y kept о|1*п for that purpose. 
It is nut true, 


either, even admitting that we adopted the English cum- 
roon law, or that poition of it, in force at tbe emigration

All laws that mililat- 
ed against this right, whetiier common law or statute law, 
was nullified and struck with death, by thi* constitution. 
But what regard has the judiciary paid to this clause 1 No 
more than tlie cotMinissioiiers have to historical facts in fh# 
claiie« ol their report we are now coiniiieiiting upon. 
The 
Judges still prelend to adhere, not to the law ol Coke, but 
to the dictum of Willea. 
W e «ay pretend, for tliey do it 
no further than suits their convenience. The common law, 
in their hands, can expand or contract, to suit their views 
of a case. 
It is conveniently flexible, it can oflVr a precc- 
dsnt for every side of any case that was ever yet tried or 
that ever will lie trieil lieforo any of onr courts. 
It has, as 
the commiisioners admit, ah e uly ‘aken nil but one case of 
every hundred thousand, from the statute law, and, unless 
we submit to it« clastic appliances, we are thitut*n«d with 
“ a stoppage of the wholo biisiness of life.” 
Every Iwdy 
knows how often witnesses arc rejected, who have the 
misfortune not to lielieve in a state ot future rewards and 
puiiishmenis. 
W e all recol’ecf, ihal the learned Judge 
Strong, at Ipswich, a few years since, refused the testimo­ 
ny of a witness on this ground, while he lulmitied a tlei- 
gyman to testify as to the influence o f alcohol upon the 
soul o f man. 
Well, this is one side of the sfory. 
Hsio 
a man’s belief goes to his competency, inaugre the provis­ 
ions of the Constitution. 
When they need the le-tiinony 
of an infidel, hie lielief then only goes to his credibdily. 
As in the case of Thomas Hunscow vs. Polly i!unscow, 
the following opinion was given:— 
“ This was a liliel for a divorce a vinculo. 
On the 
trial, a witness lieirig offered to prove adultery, Wilson 
for the rcspoiidenl, olijected to hi* being sworn,and found­ 
ed his ohjeclion to the competency of the witness upon hi* 
prufessful (lishelief of л ftiiMie. w*«»*.»-»r «»¡„»«.„re: and of­ 
fered to prove hi* repeated declarations of *iich disbelief. 
But the Court admitted bun to lie sworn, and said the ob­ 
jection w ent only to his credibility."— iUtw.ock Conn 
ly, June term, 1818.
